We are in receipt of an invita- 
tion to the Presentation Hop of 
the Graduating Class of Gal- 
laudet College, which takes place 
on Friday evening, May 3d. It is 
with regret that circumstances 
will not allow of our attendance 
there. 
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We are in receipt of the an- 
nual report of the Pennsylvania 
Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb. The report shows the 
school to be in a prosperous con- 
dition. Four hundred and eighty 
pupils were in attendance at the 
time of issuing the report, of 
which number sixty were in the 
primary oral department, one 
hundred and forty-four in the 
advanced oral, and one hundred 
and seventy-seven in the manual 
department. Since the begin- 
ning of 1884 sixty-five pupils n 
transferred from the oral to the 
manual department, of which 
number fifty-eight were regarded 
as failures, though the claim is 
set forth that there were not 
much better result* from the 
transfer. Dr. Crouter says: 
" This experiment, long and try- 
ing as it has been, has proven, at 
least to our satisfaction, one fact 
in connection with rival methods 
of teaching the deaf, namely, that 
when, from whatever cause, 
there is practical failure under 
good oral methods in teaching 
the deaf, it is useless to hope for 
any better results under manual 
or sign methods." This conclu 
nion will not be shared by many. 
There is no need for wholesale ex- 
imenting at this date of ad- 
vanced ideas. The combined sys-

DEATH OP LB WIS W. CALLAHAN.

He afterwards worked 
in the Pittsburg Cork Factory, ami 
resigning hie position, he was ap 
prenticed as a carpenter In the planing 
mill in that city until ho finished his 
trade, and has worked there for a 
long time, but the condition of his 
health compelled him to relinquish 
hie job about a year ago. Among 
his follow carpenters ho was 
favorite, and they always thought 
that he was in every respect a reliable, 
prompt and hard worker. He was 
married to Miss Lizzie Bohaum Feb 
ruary Mth, 1898. They have been 
blessed with two interesting little 
children, who are gifted with full 
sensoe. Their married life has bee 1 a 
happy and pleasant one for but three 
years. Deceased was a devout and 
consistent member of the Reformed 
Presbyterian church on Eighth street, 
I "it -sburg, and has been a Sunday- 
school teacher for several ytars.

TULIPS. 

ITum the iVew Mr. 

THE tulip is perhaps the most attrac 
tlve of all the spring flowering 
bulbs, winning admiration from all be- 
holders by its chaste forms and variety 
Since their Introduction into 
Holland more than two and a half cen- 
turies ago, enthusiastic cultivators of these 
bulbs hav I '-adlly at work improv- 

ing them, until now, almost every shade 
lor can be found in them. Tulips 
and other spring flowering bulbs would be 
more generally planted if it were not for 
the fact that they must be planted so long 
before their season of flowering. The fine 
display of spring flowering bulbs often 
seen in public parks and private grounds 
calls attention to this beautiful class of 
plants, and prompts a determination to pro- 
some of them at the time, which is of 
course out of the question. The purpose 
of this article is to call attention to the 
time and manner of planting atd other 
cultural directions. These cultural direc 
I will apply also to hyacinths and the 
hardy narciatus. Tulips may be planted 
any time throughout October and 
r, or as long as the ground 
open, but the best time is dur- 
ing the latter part of October. If 
planted too early and a mild season 
follows, the growth will push through 
the soil and is apt to be injured. On 
the other hand, if the bulbs remain 
out of the ground late, they are apt to 
shrivel and consequently lose vitality to 
fa a degree as to partly defeat the pur- 
for which they were pltnted. A 
light, rather sandy, soil previously en- 
richeJ with thoroughly rotten OUUBUl 
the best for tulips. Plant about four 
inches deep to the bottom of the bulb, and 
after the soil is tm *PP?7 a coat- 

ing of coarse horse manure, leaves or other 
material, to the depth of about tl 
inches. Be sure not to cover the beds be- 
fore being frozen, as the covering is a 
favorite harbor for ground mice, and they 
are able and willing to destroy luuvi

Fresh manure often causes the 
blight. Wood ashes are excellent. 

Our raspberriep, currants and gooseber- 
ries are also being treated better than 
thoee that were formerly forced to look 
after themselves.
